The American position today, however, is 
significantly different from that of the Russians 
in 1956, The U. S. government has announced that 
it "does not support any faction nor has it given 
any military or material aid to any faction". But, 
unfortunately, Set its very presence on the island, 
the American force of Marines and paratroops has 
affected the eventual outcome, The Americans are 
also at fault in not revealing their intentions 
earlier. To use the need to rescue one's nationals 
from a situation of dangerous anarchy as a pretext 
for crushing a revolt is to create a precedent that 
will imperil any future operations of this kind. 
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The Americans have, in fact, intervened to 
suppress 2 revolt which, because of its alleged’ 
Communist nature, they regarded as a threat to 
their own security. We do not yet know what inform- 
ation the White House had to justify its alarm, but 
on the available evidence no one can be happy about 
President Johnson's decision to intervene. As the 
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New York Times has commented, "In the absence of 
anything more menacing than the nares of a few 
Communist activists, it would be disastrous to let 
fear of ‘another Cuba! become the excuse for em- 
ploying our naa Eany, Bent to prop-up a right-wing 
dictatorship".
